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D.A. Urges New Efforts in War on Crime

“Crime is increasing at a
substantial if not alarming
rate,” District Attorney
Evelle J. Younger said her
this week. “And it's going to
get worse before it gets bet-
ter,” he warned.

Speaking to nearly 200
business and civic leaders at
the November membership
meeting of the Chamber of
Commerce, Younger outlined

concern and urged his listen-
ers to take an active role in
the war on crime.

Among the factors contribu-
ting to the nation’s sordid
crime picture, Younger point-
ed out, is the increase in the
number of persons in the 14
1o 29 age group who commit
the bulk of the crimes; the
uncertainty of a war situation,
and the growing trend to-
ward urbanization.

“Ninety-seven per cent of
our young people are better

chief law enforcement officer
said, “The bad three per cent
are worse than ever,” he add-
ed.

He urged the community
leaders at the Thursday
luncheon to be “completely
impatient with the business as
usual attitude.”

What needs to be done, he
said, is to upgrade California’s
already outstanding police de-
partments,

“We've got the finest local
law enforcement in the world

fornia, but it's got to get bet-
ter,” he said.

Younger said California
had a lot of dedicated police-
men, lawyers, and judges who
were not willing to give up in
the crime war.

“The courts, and particular-
ly the U. S. Supreme Court,
has handed down a series of
decisions that make law en-
forcement more difficult,’
the district attorney said. He
said he did not want to criti-

make it tougher on police of-
ficers,

“Don’t complain,” he ad-
vised. “Spend that time get-
ting more, better trained, and
hetter paid police officers,”
he said.

Younger also urged that
law enforcement agencies be
given some new tools to use
in the war on crime.

Needed in this area, he said,
are better communications
with the average citizen;

state pre-emption of local
vice laws. and a better use
of America’s vast technologi-
cal abilities.

“Anybody who can put a
man on the moon—and we're
about to-—should be able to
find out enough about people
to take the guesswork out of
paroles,” he said.

As the job of the policeman
gets tougher, other ways and
means to combat the criminal
must be developed, Younger

There is a ‘“reasonable
{ robability’” that Mayor Al-
Lert Isen will lose his seat
on the City Council if a pro-
posed amendment to the
city's charter is approved by
voters Tuesday,

City Attorney Stanley Rem-
elmeyer told the Press-Herald
Friday that the courts would
decide the issue should the
amendment pass, but added
that the “bulk of law" prob-
ably would lean in favor of
